Cyprus Mandate

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., June

Talks on Nuclear Test Ban Are Scheduled

LONDON, June 16.—The 
United States, Britain and the 
Soviet Union will hold talks soon 
on ἃ comprehensive nuclear test- 
ban treaty, Prime Minister James 
Callaghan said today. 

He told Parliament that the 
date and site of the talks will be 
announced shortly. He said the 
negotiations will begin in July. 
Other Brifish officials said the 
purpose of the talks would be to 
broaden the scope of existing 
treaties restricting atomic tests. 

The first such treaty was sign- 
ed by the three countries in Mos- 
cow in August, 1963. It outlawed 
all nuclear-weapons tests except 
those conducted underground. 
More than 100 other countries 
have signed the treaty since then. 

A supplementary treaty signed 
bs the United States and the 
Soviet Union in July, 1974, banned 
anderzround test explosions ex- 
ceeding 150 kilotons and provided 
that other underground tests 
should be Eept to a minimum. 

In Washington today, the State 


Department said that the United 
States and the Soviet Union plan 
two high-level discussions on 
Strategic-arnis limitation, but the 
talks will not be held before Sep- 
tember. The current pact will 
expire Oct. 3. 

One of the sessions wul consist 
of taiks by Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance and Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko when 
they attend the next UN General 
Assembly meeting. which opens 
in New York on Sept. 20. The 
other location was not disclosed. 

Administration officials denied 
that the delay reflected a lack of 
progress in arranging terms for 
8. new treaty to restrict intercon- 
tinental missiles and long-range 
bombers. They said that the 
problem was one of scheduling. 

Later today, it was announced 
that Mr, Vance would visit the 
Middle East next month and it 
was confirmed that he will be 
in China in August. “He ueeds 
some time to prepare” for the 
Gromyko talks, an official said. 

President Carter said late last 


mouth that Mr. Vance and Mr, 
Gromyko would meet twice be- 
fore mid-September. The re~ 
mark seemed to indicate a nar- 
rowing of differences on an 
accord. 

Later. however, sources in 
Washington said that the two 
sides were still far apart, despite 
Mr. Vance’s announcement on 
May 51. after three days of talks 
with Mr. Gromyko in Geneva, 
that ἃ “common framework” for 
negotiating a new treaty hod 
been reached.

European Election Issue Strains British, French Coalitions 
Assembly i in Paris Forced to Pass Bill Without a Vote

PARIS, June 16 (HT).—The 
governments of France and Brit-

Heart Ailment Cited 
In Tom Clark’s Death 


WASHINGTON, Jun? 16 (THT. 
—The death Monday of τοῦτ. 
ed Supreme Court Justice Tom 
Clark was apparently a result 
of a heart ailment.

From 1968-73, “fhe battle for 
the acceptance of the validity 
of black studies as an intellectual 
discipline was fought and won,” 
writes Nick Aaron Ford of Cop- 
pin State College in Baltimore. 

Black studies programs have 
been established. at about half 
the “accredited institutions of 
higher learning in America. 
Black studies are here to stay 
in one form or another.” Mr. Ford 
. However. other -black studies 
directors and teachers differed 
sharply with Mr, Ford on the 
future of their programs, The 
battle for the survival of black 
studies is still on, they said, 
although the campus turmoil 
seems to be past. 

In interviews. few black stndies 
directors predicted - that their 
programs were here to stay. Many 
black studies programs have been 
eliminated since 1974, they said, 
and others are threatened by 
declining enroliments, severe 
budget cuts and continued resis- 
tance from the academic com- 
munity, ᾿ 


Supporters argue that the es- 
tablishment of black studies was 
one of the healthiest develop- 
ments in higher education in this 
eountry and that the opponents 
are in entrenched positions within 
education circles, such as founda- 
tions and university boards. 

At a conference of black studies 
Jeaders and supporters at Ohio 
State University in February, 2 
statement by the National Coun- 
eit of Black Studies said: “The 
period of 1969-72 was a high 
point for black studies Almost 
500 were established 
and at least 1,300 colleges and

“The rapid expension was 
short-lived. By 1972, the outline 
of the counterattack emerged. 
The earliest attacks were in the 
form of financial cutbacks... By 
1974, there were only 200 black 
Studies programs... This attack 
has put black studies into a period 
of reassessraent.” 

‘Houston Baker, director-of Airo- 


American studies at the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, said that 
the strongest black studies pro- 
grams were those courses in gen- 
eral subjects, such as history, 

or music, which helped 
to guarantee good enroliment. 

Stephen Wright, former vice- 
president of the College Entrance 
Exam Board in New York, said: 
“A mumber of these 
still lack sold financial support, 
good scholars, tenured faculty 
and strong curricula, which should 
be the subject of the same rigor- 
ous examination as ali other 
curricule.” 

John Hope Franklin, a historian 
at the University of Chicago, 
sald: ‘I don't have a lot of 
enthusiasm for black studies be- 
cause. the wniversities jumped 
when blacks said they wanted 
these programs, and wound up 
providing just any old arrange- 
ment. Most of these programs were 
political. to meet the demands 
of the time. but had no inteliec- 
tual content, viability or perma- 
nence.”

He 
was shot to death on Jan. 31, 
1945, the first and last deserter 
executed since the Civil War. 

“Ti was a perversion of jus- 
tice to have singled him out," 
Bermurd Edelman, Mrs. Slovik's 
lawyer, told the review board 
composed of five civilians em- 
ployed by the Army. He said that 
the board can make amends by 
awarding his widow the insur- 
ance he had paid for while in 
the Army from 1944 to 1945,

The insurance amounts to 
872,000. counting accrued inter- 
est. He also urged that Pvt. 
Slovik’s remains be moved from 
the unmarked grave in France. 
where he is buried “next to 
murderers and rapists,” to “ease 
the pain.”

Called Geostationary Opera- 
tional Environmental Satellite IL

An experiment will be conduci- 
ed with the GOES IZ satellite 
this winter which may save mil- 
lions of dollars for citrus srow- 
ers by accurately predicting 
freeze conditions. 

Officials said that citrus grow- 
ers in Florida saved $65 million 
last winter by not using grove 
heaters for two nights due to the 
accuracy of freeze forecasts using 
satellite information,

Tying Gulf to Uranium Cartel 


WASHINGTON, June 16 (IHT!. 
—A House Commerce subcommit- 
tee investigating price-fixing of 
uranium today published more 
than two dozen confidential docu- 
ments describing the existence of 
an international cartel of pro- 
ducers in which Gulf ΟἿΣ Co is 
involved, 

The panel, acting alter a year 
of study and despite Gulf's ap- 
peal for secrecy, timed its move 
to coincide with the start of 
hearings and subpoenaed testi-. 
mony from Jerry McAfec, the” 
Gulf president and board chair- 
man, and five other current or 
former executives with jobs in 
the firm's uranium business. The 
contents of the documents had 
been previously described. 

Before today’s hearing, subcom- 
mittee chairman John Moss, D- 
Calif, said, “It is abundantiy 
clear that an international cartel 
rigged the price of uranium in 
the worki market for at least 
three years,” while allocating sup- 
plies. He said that “virtually all 
foreign producers of uranium and 
certain governments” belonged to 
the cartel. 

i-Trust Violations 

Now, he said, “we will seek to 
find out to what extent U.S. 
anti-trust laws may have been 
violated,” how President Carter's 
plan to expand the nuclear-power 
industry might be affected and 
whether U.S. οἷ] and gas pro- 
ducers should be forced to give 
up uranium production. 

‘The documents show that cov- 
ert meetings began in 1972 be- 
tween representatives of the 
Canadian, Prench, Australian and 
South African governments as 
well as Gulf and other uranium- 
Producing companies to talk 
about dividing markets and in- 
creasing prices. 

Gulf officials acknowledged to- 
day that the firm participated in 
the cartel, but said that its in- 
volvement was required by the 
government of Canada. 

Mr. McAfee told the panel that 
the Canadian government requir- 
ed Gulf’s Canadian uranium cor- 
poration to join the cartel, 

“At no time did [Gulf’s Cana- 
dian subsidiary] voluntarily seek 
to become part of any producers’ 
arrangement, It was compelled to 
do so," Mr, McAfee said. 

In the Jast four years, the price 
of uranium, or “yellowcake,” as 
it is known in the industry, rose 
from $6 to 841 a pound on the 
world market and within the 
United States, even though the 
United States had an embargo on 
domestic use of uranium produced 
overseas. A phaseout of that em- 
bargo began Jan. 1. 

The documents indicate that 
Gulf officials at Pittsburgh head- 
quarters and elsewhere in the 
United States were worried about 
U.S, anti-trust laws and eager to 
enter the cartel throngh its opera~ 
tions in Canada if it could show 
it was compelled to do so. 

In ἃ June 2, 1973, memo, for 
example. Roy Jackson, then a 
Gulf lawyer, told other company 
officials of “a probable Canadian 
government invitation” for Gulf 
to have 8. representative on the 
cartel governing board. 

Anti-trust Defense 


“The fountainhead of our anti- 
trust defense is the effective 
Canadian government direction 
that Gulf participate in the car- 
tel, buttressed by the projected 
minimal impact on the trade or 
commerce of the United States,” 
he added. 

“It is at least as important for 
Gulf to become ἃ sophisticated

Protessionally. we can oniy envy Robert 
Toth. the Moscow correspondent of the Los 
Angeles Times. who has been detained by 
Soviet authorities in violation oi the Hel- 
sinki agreement quoted above and all other 
standards of civility. At the risk of some 
anxiety to his family and friends on the eve 
ef his departure from a three-rear assign- 
ment in Moscow. Toth has been given the 
epportunity personally to experience a crude 
KGB entrapment. a bully-boy sidewalk ar- 
rest. a Soviet-style interrogation and a 
glimpse of the Kremlin's police-state appa- 
ratus, ineluding the Leftortovo Prison com- 
plex, It will make wonderful reading when 
he finally departs. 

But politically. it is time again to despair 
of the course of Soviet justice—and common 
sense, The treatment of Toth is merely most 
serious in a series of harassments of Amer- 
fean correspondents and diplomats in recent 
montis by a government that still trembles 
before a handful of organized domesti: dis- 
senters, That is more unnerving than the 


temporary annoyance to a journalistic col- 
league. 

Is the struggle for power in the Kremlin 
so fierce that the KGB cannot be kept from 
running amok in its frenzied pursuit of every 
alleged plot? Is the circle of worldly Soviet 
officials. including the Foreign Ministry, so 
weak that considerations of diplomacy or 
even propaganda cannot prevail against the 
police bureaucracy? Or 15 the Belgrade con- 
ference to review the Helsinki agreements 
such 2 threat to the top Soviet leadership 
that every free-thinking Russian soul and 
inquiring foreign journalist must be tied 
together in fanciful tales of espionage? We 
are not sure which theory is the most dis- 
heartening, 

Toth was arrested while receiving a scien- 
tific paper on extrasensory perception, which 
had been offered to him in a set-up designed 
to exploit his interest in science stories. 
Later. it was absurdly suggested that he had 
violated his status by collecting “secret in- 
formation of a political and military na- 
ture.” On Wednesday, it appeared that 


‘whether or not he is charged directly, his 


testimony is wanted to construct a case 
against Anatoly Shcharansky, a dissenter 
accused of treason. 

No one outside the Soviet Union will take 
such cases and charges seriously as long as 
the Soviet government condones the illegal 
and iudicrous conduct of its police and judi- 
cial agents. The Soviet people must choose 
between silence and the harshest punish- 
ment for dissent. The rest of the world-can 
note again that not just the discomfort of 
one foreigner is at stake in these episodes 
bat also the Soviet regime's authority and 
reputation for legality and integrity in all 
its dealings abroad.

The Nuclear Breeder Breathes 


We thought the Clinch River nuclear 
breeder reactor in Tennessee was surely dead 
when President Carter announced his oppo- 
sition last March. Now. due to aggressive 
Jobbying by the nuclear power industry and 
its union alles, Clinch River appears to be 
coming alive again, The House Science and 
Technology Committee restored $150 million 
to the energy research budget this week to 
begin its construction. A close vote is ex- 
pected when the bill reaches the House floor. 


Clinch River was originally envisioned as 
a crucial response to the energy crisis. Like 
other nuclear reactors. it is designed to 
transform nuclear energy into electricity. 
Rut there is one big difference: Unlike con- 
ventional reactors, Clinch River would 
“breed” additfonal nuclear fuel from the 
atomic waste materials it created. These 
wastes could then be reprocessed into plu- 
tonium, and reinserted into power reactors, 
beginning the cycle anew. ' 

In theory, breeder reactors could greatly 

stretch the world’s supply of nuclear fuel. 
It is unclear. so far, whether we shall ever 
be able to afford to save fuel in that way. 
Uranium. the conventional nuclear fuel—and 
for that matter. conventional fossil fuels— 
are available in great quantities. at high 
eost. Breeders would save us the trouble 
of looking and mining. but the costs of 
pbuilding the reactors and reprocessing piants 
seem destined to exceed the cost of provid- 
ing alternate fuels. 
“ Even if breeders were clearly economic, 
they pose a considerable threat to interna- 
tional security. Plutonium, unlike uranlum 
reactor fuel. can be used to make nuclear 
bombs. Anyone with a breeder reactor and 
a Teprocessing facility. or merely the inge- 
nuity to steal plutonium, could produce 
nuclear weapons. It has thus become a 
major goal of administration policy to halt 
the diffusion of breeder technology. 

The nuclear Industry argues that the 


commercial promise wf breeders is not yet 
widely understood and needs to be demon- 
strated, It argues also that the limits on 
supplies of uranium and fossil fuels and the 
competition of other industrial nations make 
it foolish to foreclose 8 promising technol- 
ogy. Unless Clinch River is built now, it is 
said, we shall lack the skill to build a 
breeder when we need it. The industry dis- 
counts the concern about the proliferation 
of weapons: the nuclear genie is already out 
of the bottle. it says, and other countries 
will build and sell breeder reactors even if 
we don't, 


President Carter seems to us to have the 
better side of this argument: 


Φ Construction of the Clinch River plant 
would have little effect on our ability to 
build breeder reactors a decade from now, 
if they are needed. It is only a demonstra- 
tion project applying a relatively primitive 
technology. Research on more advanced 
types is scheduled to continue, with or with- 
out Clinch River; the administration bud- 
get allocates more than $300 million for that 
effort tn 1978. 


@ Other nations are not yet fully com- 
mitted to the development of breeder power. 
The Soviet Unton and France are moving 
forward, but other potential bufiders. includ- 
ing West Germany. Japan and Britain, can 
still be influenced by American policy and 
example. If the United States invests hun- 
dreds of millions in a demonstration breeder, 
others will surely proceed with competing 
projects. If the United States holds back. 
and makes it clear that it will not provide 
reprocessing services or technalogy to others, 
there remains a chance that the spread of 
the breeder will be significantly delayed 

In short. Clinch River is an unnecessary 
project combining poor economics. bad for- 
eign policy and unneeded technology.

In late 1972 they met in 
Paris with their colleagues and 
issued a ringing declaration of 
Principles. Social] policy was near 
the top of this list.

Lake Placid 


IOC Gets Geod News 


and Moscow 


On Games’ Progress 
By Samuel Abt 


PRAGUE. June 16 ‘THT)— 
Lake Placid, N.Y¥.. and Moscow. 
the hosts of the 1980 winter and 
summer Olympic Games. both 
told the International Olympic 
Committee here today that con- 
struction work was proceeding 
well, 

This news must have produced 
joy in IOC circles after the mn- 
certainty about the Games last 
summer in Montreal, where union 
and financial problems had work- 
men pouring cement almost up to 
the opening parade. 

Members of the Lake Placid 
delegation ssid that no major 
problems were expected. “Our 
onty problems sre day-to-day 
ones with day-today solutions,” 
he said. 

But it was also made known 
that Lake Placid has already 
asked the LOC for $2 million, half 
in grants, half in loans. 

The request. which bas not yet 
been approred, was said by the 
IOC not to be unprecedented, 
Fet not common. Observers here 
thought the request indicated a 
shortage of cash flow for organi- 
zational expenses. 

Olympic officials of the town 
of 2.700 persons said in their 
report that “all. projects are on 
schedule at this time" and that 
costs have been “kept in line 
with engineers’ estimates.” 

The town, which was last host 
to the Games in 1935, also has 
signed no-strike contracts with 
all construction firms, the offi- 
cials said. 

Moscow, which has no need for 
such guarantees, reported bright 
prospects also and noted that its 
report to the annual meeting of 
the Loc had been received “with 
attention and. in our opinion, 
favorably.” 

Ignaty Novikov. a deputy So- 
viet premier and chairman of the 
Moscow Organizing Committee, 
Said that preparations for the 
Games are in the center of at- 
tention of our government and 
public. 

As evidence of this, he added 
that “many of the engineers and 
workers who are building Olympic 
installations have taken the ini- 
tiative to put them into opera- 
tion ahead of schedule.” 

“This initiative found its sup- 
port.” he commented tersely. 

On another matter, the dispute 
over U.S, television rights, Mr. 
Novikov said that the IOC ap- 
proved todar the Soviet contract 
with the National Broadcasting 
Company. He denied that any
